where mine mciiiber of a thrifty popu 
la.-e-.hot from ambu.h and left to die 
unattended, and in moat I 
Ignorance of tho Identity of hia unseen 
slayer. 

The chief industry In Clay county In 
the earlier il.vml.-H of the present cen 
tury was the manufacture of aalt. In 
fact, until a few yearn before the civil 
war before the building of railroad* 
went and south -the salt uaed In th 
Virginia*, the Caroltnaa. Kentucky. 
Tonne*-, c ami much of thai » hit li 
went to the market In Ohlo.came from 
Clay county. 

Salt wa* manufactured almost exclu- 
sively by two families, the White, and 
the Garrard*. Through thl* Industry 
they MMw great wealth. With few 
exception* the entire populace depend- 
ed upon one or the other of the.e fami- 
lies for a livelihood. In thl* manner 
the head* of the respective families be- 
came the leader* of a populace politi- 
cally divided, and which they ruled 
m.ich after lhe fa.hion by which the 
Highland Chieftain controlled bit 
S.-ottieh subordinates two centurlea 
ago. 

Aside from an occasional difficulty 
on election days there was no blood- 
ahed among these people until in the 
early 40s. In 1S4:I Dr. Thomas Maker, 
then a young man. and the Intimate as- 
sociate of Theophilus T. Garrard, who 
who is known in the history of the 
Mexican war a* Gen. Garrard.and who, 
now in hi* 17 ll year, still lives and 
conducts hi* salt work* in Clay county, 
married the daughter of John White. 
She was very beautiful and bad been 
| given a splendid education by ber rich 
I father. About the same time John 
Bales, a wealthy young man, who was 
identified with the Whites In the man- 
ufacture of salt, married the elder si- 
te r of Mrs. Dr. Baker. 

The two young couple* became 
intimate than la usual in 
talnous country. In mi Dr. 
came insanely jealoua of hi. 
Bates. Finally in a fit of rage he de- 
serted her and went to Knoxville and 
bjgan suit for divorce, but suddenly 
withdrew it and returned to Manches- 
ter, riding the distance horseback in 
two day*. He galloped directly to the 
salt work*, called Bates to the door and 
shot him with an old fashioned "pep- 
per-box" pistol. Bates died in great 
agony, but in full consciousness, half 
an hour later. In his death throes he 
cursed Baker and authorized the ex 
penditure of $10,000 from his estate to- 
ward the capture and conviction of his 
slayer. 

This tragedy greatly excited the 
populace. Kverywhere men men were 
hunting, for the fugitive Baker. The 
chase grew so warm that Baker's rela- 
tives and friends finally persuaded him 
to give himself up. He was taken back 
to Manchester and put under the pro- 
tection of Gen. Garrard and the follow- 
ers of his father. Soon he had an ex 
amlning trial, and on being acquitted 
went with bis brother to Knoxville. At 
the next term of circuit court the 
grand jury indicted Baker for the mur 
der of Bates. Believing that he would 
again be acuuitted, he returned to 
Manchester for trial. The Whites pros- 
ecuted him so vigorously that the jury 
returned a verdict of guilty and he was 
taken a few days later to the scaffold 
and banged. This was in MMa 

A bitter enmity thus bred now ex- 
isted between the Garrards and the 
Whites and tueir respect ve followers, 
and M through the 61 years which 
have passed since that fatal day, a 
bloody war, with occasional armistices 
ha- raged in Clay eo.iniy 

In the fall of ls»7 it broke out afresh, 
the precipitation being the county 
election ll November, when Anse Ba- 
ker and (Jeorge Hall. I member of the 
White faction, bad a pistol duel, in 
which Hail wa- badly wounded. Miori- 
ly after this episode Hall's house wa* 
burned. At the following term ol the 
circuit court Anac Baker was indicted 
for maliciously shooting Hall, and J no. 
Baker, bis brother, was indicted for 
burning Hall * house. These cases 
came up for trial at the February 1 IWU»J 
term of court In Clay county and were 
continued until the June term 

James Howard, the county assessor 
and lial Howard, bis father, who were 
Hall's friends, took a lively interest iu 
the prosecutiou of the Bakers. In April 
lHiw, lial Howard, his son Wilson and 
Burcb Storr, a laborer, were shot from 
ainbuah. The latter two were killed. 
For this Tom Baker, hi* 14-year old 
■on, Jim, and Dee Baker, Tom's broth- 
er, were Indicted and given bail. Jato. 
Howard, on hearing of the killing of 
his father, proceeded u> the Cava 
Creek neighborhood. Hu met County
